HOW TO KEEP VEGETABLES. 





Some twenty or thirty years ago, when but lit- 
tle thet was favorable in the character of the 
inhaittants of the Pacific was known, and it was 
consider d dangerous for whaling vessels to re- 
eruit at any of them except the unin ited, very 
great pains were taken in provisioning and fitting 
out the vessels which sailed on these long aad 
dangerous voyages.

A veteran old whaling captain who sailed for 
many years out of New Bedford, mentioned to 
us the other day that im those old fogy times it

jons on board of whaieships im a sound and 
healthfal « for several years, and that, too, by 
a very simple process, as follows: The try-pots 
amidships were first thoreughly cleansed, and 

2 filled with fresh water, 
ugh ¢ The potatoes were then put 
into the pots and silowed to remain im the boil- 
img water for about five minutes; they were then 
taken out and thoroughly dried om deck, which 
completed the process. The boiling destroys the 
germinating power, and the sarface of the pota- 
to, te the depth of about an eighth part of an 
inch, becomes when dry a solid, hard paste, 
which is impervious to the air, and is a sure pro- 
tection against decay. 

To keep onions from decaying, the roots were 
scorched with a red het iron, sufficient te de- 
stroy the germ without interfering with the leaves. 
Oar iaformant assures us that he has eaten pota- 
toes and onions preserved in this manner, three 
or four years after they had been thus prepared, 
aud that they were in every respect as palatable 
aod healthful as when fresh dug from the ground. 
It = probable that this simple process for the 
preservation of the potate might be as profitably 
employed on land now, as it was formerly at sea; 
eapecially as there is ee much danger of its boing 
affected with disease. We are not aware whether 
the coating of paste formed om the. potate by 
boiling would be a sufficient preventive against 
frost, if it should prove efficacious im this re- 
spect, it would be of great benefit. Lagt winter, 
it was estimated that at least one-third of the eo- 
tire crop of the country was destroyed from this 
cause alone; and if to this be added the qusu 
tity lost from the disease, there must at least 
have been upwards of one-half of the erop de- 
stroved. Let some one make the experiment, and 
publish the resuit.
